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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


' ■ Ice  cfeam  production  in  the  United  States  continued  at  a record  level  for  the 
fourth"  consecutive  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports . The  February  output 
including  29  days  this  year  was  estimated  at  L7, 515^000  gallons  ♦ 6 percent  more 
than  in  February  1959  an<i  I8  percent  greater  than  the  195^-58  February  average. 

Production  gained  h percent  seasonally  from  January  to  February  on  a calendar 
month  basis.  The  advance  was  3 percent  for  this  period  a year  ago  and  also 
between  the  average  of  these  months  in  the  previous  5 -year  period.  Temperatures 
during  February  averaged  well  below  normal  throughout  most  of  the  nation.  Above- 
normal temperatures  occurred  only  in  the  Great  Lakes  area,  the  North  Atlantic 
States,  Washington  and  a narrow  strip  along  the  Pacific  coast. 


Ice  cream  production  was  larger  than  in  February  a year  ago  in  all  regions  of 
the  country.  The  increases  ranged'.from  2 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  to  15 
percent  in  the  Mountain.  Output  gained  12  percent  in  the  Pacific  Region,  with 
California  up  10  percent  and  Washington  and  Oregon  each  I6  percent  higher.  Produc- . 
tion  was  6 percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  Contributing  gains  in  the 
two  leading  ice  cream  producing  states  were  ii-  percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  7 percent 
in  New  York.  Increases  of  5 percent  occurred  in  both  the  East  North  Central 
Region  and  the  South  Atlantic.  All  major  states  in  these  two  regions  registered 
increases  except  Illinois,  Florida,  and  North  Carolina.  Production  increased  4 per- 
cent in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  where  all  states  gained  except  Missouri, 
where  output  was  the  same  as  the  year  before . 

Compared  with  the  195^-58  average  for  February,  increases  in  all  regions 
varied  from  9 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  to  23  percent  in  the  Pacific  States. 
Output  was  21  percent  above  average  in  California.  Production  was  22 -percent 
greater  in  both  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain  States,  where  all  states  . 
recorded  sharp  gains.  Sharply  higher  production  in  all  important  North  Atlantic 
States  gave -the  region  a I7  percent  gain.  Increases  from  the  average -were  I3  per- 
cent in  Pennsylvania  and  I7  percent  in  New  York.  Output  was  up  I9  percent. in  the 
East  North  Central  States.  The  increases  by  states  ranged  from  I3  percent  in- 
Michigan  to  36  percent  in  Indiana.  Output  was  11  percent  above  the  195^-58  average 
in  the  South  Central  Region.  All  states  except  Louisiana  contributed  to  the  gain 
in  this  region.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  February,  totaled  895^000 
gallons.  Ibis  vas  8 percent  more  than  last  year  when  February  had  28  days,  and 
27  percent  above  the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  February  production  v:as  up  6 
percent  from  January.  This  compares  with  a January-Febiaiary  gain  of  7 percent  in 
1959  and  an  average  seasonal  advance  of  8 percent.  Seasonal  increases  occurred  in 
all  regions  of  the  country  except  the  East  North  Central  where  production  held 
about  steady,  and  the  South  Atlantic  where  it  decreased  rather  sharply. 

Production  increased  from  February  1959  in  all  sections  except  the  South 
Atlantic,  which  registered  a loss.  Production  gains  were  sharp  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic Region,  the  East  North  Central,  and  the  West  North  Central,  while  they  were 
only  moderate  in  the  South  Central  States  and  the  West.

SHERBET 

PRODUCTION 

February  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  1,955^000 
gallons.  This  was  8 percent  greater  than  in  February  a year  earlier  and  22  percent 
more  than  the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  The  February  output  (29  days)  in- 
creased 7 percent  over  January.  The  average  seasonal  gain  for  this  period  is  6 per- 
cent and  in  1959  the  advance  was  8 percent.  Production  advances  were  shown  in  the 
East  North  Central,  South  Atlantic,  South  Central,  and  Pacific  Regions,  but  these 
were  partially  offset  by  losses  in  the  North  Atlantic,  West  North  Central  and 
Mountain  States. 

Compared  with  February  1959>  sherbet  production  was  up  sharply  in  the  East 
North  Central  and  West  North  Central  Regions.  Moderate  gains  occurred  in  the  South 
Atlantic,  South  Central,  and  Pacific  States.  Output  was  unchanged  in  the  Mountain 
Region,  and  was  off  moderately  in  the  North  Atlantic.

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"MELLORINE-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


3-23-60 


The  nation's  output  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milkfat  totaled  2^890,000  gallons  during  February  - I5  percent  more 
than  the  28 -day  February  a year  ago  and  38  percent  above  the  195^-58  average  for 
the  month.  The  Januaiy  - February  total  this  year  was  12  percent  above  the  two 
month  period  in  1959  and  37  percent  above  average. 

Mellorine  production  rose  ih  percent  from  January  to  February  (calendar  month 
basis).  The  seasonal  advance  was  8 percent  between  these  months  in  1959  and  I3 
percent  between  the  195^-58  monthly  averages.  Output  advanced  sharply  in  California, 
Montana,  Oklahoma,  Arkansas  and  Alabama.  Moderate  gains  occurred  in  Texas  and 
Illinois,  while  production  held  steady  or  declined  in  the  remaining  producing  states. 

Increases  in  Mellorine  production  from  February  1959  occurred  in  all  important 
Mellorine -producing  states,  except  Alabama  and  Louisiana,  where  output  was  down 
sharply,  and  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma  where  no  change  was  reported.  Production  in- 
creased very  sharply  in  California  and  Oregon.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  February  was  estimated  at 
900,000  gallons.  This  was  5 percent  more  than  in  .February  1959  and  22  percent 
larger  than  the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  Approximately  4 percentage  points  of 
these  increases  are  attributed  to  the  additional  day  in  February  this  year.  Produc- 
tion advanced  3I  percent  between  January  and  February, '21  percent  at  this  time  a 
year  earlier,  and  24  percent  between  the  5 -year  averages  for  these  months.  Sharp 
seasonal  increases  were  indicated  in  all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central, 
where  output  was  unchanged  from  January  to  February. 

Compared  with  February  1959^  water  ice  production  this  February  (29  days)  in- 
creased in  all  regions  except  two.  The  increases  were  moderate  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic States,  the  South  Atlantic,  and  in  the  West,  while  output  was  sharply  higher 
in  the  East  Worth  Central.  Production  was  off  sharply  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region  and  moderately  lower  in  the  South  Central.
